and hundreds injured 
F irst w as a tearing m ine ex­ 
plosion on the southern m ain is­ 
land of Kyushu which snuffed 
out the lives of at least 171 coal 
m iners, with m ore bodies ex­ 
pected to be pulled out of the 
ea rth ’s depths as rescuers reach 
a gas-filled underground cham -j 
ber where police said som e 600 
others w ere reported trapped 
The second accident occurred 
about eight hours later in the 
port city of Yokoham a, w here 
two passenger trains speeding 
in opposite 
directions 
hurtled 
into a derailed three-car freight 
The Yokoham a fire departm ent 
put the num ber of dead at 80.

In Yokoham a, the fire d ep art­ 
m ent dispatched seven am bu­ 
lances and 16 fire trucks to the 
train wreck scene, the Tokkaido 
line which connects Tokyo and 
Osaka. 
A passenger train bound for 
Yokosuka and another enroute 
to the U.S. N avy port in Jap an 
slam m ed into different sections 
of the freight train, which had 
jum ped the rails. 
Pow er linos were crum pled, 
causing pitch black dark on a 
wind-swept night and ham per­ 
ing rescue operations.

Government Leaven 
Negotiations lip 
To Private Trailers 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Tho 
governm ent has placed negotia­ 
tions for a m am m oth sale of 
w heat to the C om m unist bloc in 
the hands of private trad ers aft­ 
er setting guidelines on the sen­ 
sitive shipping issue. 


Shortly after agreem ent was 
announced F riday betw een the 
United States and R ussia on the 
handling of transportation, the 
C om m erce 
D epartm ent issued 
an export license for the ship­ 
m ent of 100.000 tons of wheat 
- 
about $7.6 million worth — to 
H ungary. 


The deal, by the Giant C ar­ 
gill. Inc., grain firm of M inne­ 
apolis. m ay be the first trickle 
in a steady flow of U.S. surplus 
grain to the Soviet Union and 
her European satellites. 


U ndersecretary of C om m erce 
Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr. said 
the understanding between the 
United States and Russia on 
shipping covers 2.5 million tons 
of wheat which the Soviets w ant 
by May 31 
The satellite coun­ 
tries are expected to take an 
additional 1.5 million tons. 


The 4 million tons would he 
about 130 million bushels and 
would involve m ore than $250 
million. 
T ransportation 
costs 
m ay add another $50 million or 
m ore to the purchase price 
Some m em bers of Congress 
have said the deal m ay open 
the door for further sales of 
wheat 
and 
other

farm 
products 
to 
the 
Com m unist 
countries. The Soviet Union re­

purchased 
6 8 
million 
tons of wheat from Canada and 
1.8 million tons from A ustralia.

or restraint. 
Today the remarks of Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev stand before 
the world as a disclosure of the 
strategy and tactics of the dic­ 
tator in the Kremlin 


His latest words will he wide­ 
ly construed a* an effort to 
bluff the United States into get­ 
ting out of Berlin. He may have 
come to believe that nuclear 
war is feared so much in Amer­ 
ica that almost any step which 
could possibly become an in­ 
volvement in war will be avoid­ 
ed and that concessions will be 
made to the Communists. 
Recently a “ hot line” was in­ 
stalled between the White House 
and the Kremlin to permit in­ 
stantaneous communication in 
a crisis but if the Soviet troops 
have been given orders to fire 
without getting in touch with the 
Kremlin itself, it s conceivable 
that bloodshed will occur long 
before any “ hot line” could be 
put to use. 
It would appear that nothing 


is more important now for the 
United States government than 
to have a clear-cut understand­ 
ing with the Soviet Union as to 
what it intends to do in the 
area around Berli* and to as­ 
certain whether Khrushchev has 
actually instructed his military 
forces to fire upon American 
forces whenever the latter do 
not act in accordance with pro­ 
cedures 
established” unilater­ 
ally by the Soviets 


It would seem desirable, too. 


to set up a machinery for im­ 
mediately resolving any con­ 
flicts in understanding about 
“ established” procedures.

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What Our Retarded Son Taught Us

T 


om m y is 15 years old. He is crazy 
about cars, as most boys his age 
are. In Tommy’s enthusiasm, however, 
there is a difference. 
Tommy is a retarded child. The cars he likes 
are the ones his father brings home from the 
dime store—little plastic cars.. 
Tommy’s father is a brilliant prafessional man. 
For a long time he was bitter, looking upon the 
difference in Tommy as a cruel trick. 
It has taken Tommy quite a while to arouse in 
his father a wisdom that did not come automati­ 
cally with his college degree—that his little son 
does not live or, more precisely, love on a one­ 
way street. 
The bitterness ended definitively a few weeks 
ago when the father came home with another 
little plastic car. Hugging the trifling present. 
Tommy said to his father: 
“Daddy, aren’t you lucky to have a little boy 
who loves you so much?” 
This incident shows how parents of retarded 
children not only can “make do” but actually find 
a special glimpse of happiness. 
Our little son Jimmie was retarded, too. He 
had hydrocephalus, water on the brain. For a 
time we were lulled and unaware, able to pretend 
that there was nothing wrong with our rosy- 
cheeked, blue-eyed little son. 
The day came when we could not pretend that 
other children Jimmie’s age weren’t outstripping 
him in development. We went through the long 
search for the miracle that did not happen, and 
found one that did. The miracle we did find was 
the understanding that in spite of his severe re­ 
tardation, Jimmie could love us splendidly. 
When I talked to other parents, my under­ 
standing grew that the retarded child is a giv­ 
ing child. I remember one parent's story: 
One of the world’s great cellists and his wife 
came to live in our town. His career for half a 
century has been in the stratosphere of the 
world’s finest symphony orchestras—Dresden, 
Paris, San Francisco, and others. Now he sought 
the secluded cottage where he was soon to die. His 
wife, to defray medical bills, took a job in the 
local department store, and saying good-bye ev­ 
ery morning never became easy for her. The 
musician spent his days mostly in the sunshine, 
for he was now too ill to meet the demands of

that most rigorous instrum ent, his beloved cello. 
One day little Michael came into the yard. 
Michael was a severely retarded child. He could 
not talk intelligibly. Thereafter, the cellist and 
Michael spent hours sitting together in the sun­ 
shine each day, conversing in the language that 
needs no intelligence, only love. 
One day the cellist died. His widow was incon­ 
solable for many months, for theirs had been a 
long and loving m arriage. Every day, however, 
she would find Michael waiting for her when she 
came home from the store. He would pull her 
skirts, mutely indicating that he wanted his 
friend to come out and sit in the sun again. He 
would put his arm s around her and hug her 
fiercely, then dart for home. 
“ Not one of my sophisticated friends.” she told 
me, “was able to bring me the same love, the 
same comfort I had from that precious child who 
couldn’t even talk to m e!” 
P 


a r e n t s c a n n o t l e a r n this in one easy lesson. 
It is a long lesson and a hard one. But it must 
be learned if parents are to be happy. Our own 
son taught our retarded hearts that he was born 
for a purpose, and he fulfilled it. 
He elicited love, evoked compassion and tender­ 
ness, and gave love even though he could not put 
one block on top of another. In loving, our son 
was not retarded. 
There was never a day during his 18 years 
on this earth that he did not give. Indeed, he 
asked nothing but to give. In the several years 
since he died, we see daily how his work goes on 
We could not wish it undone, or done differently. 
I recall that every morning a nondescript spar­ 
row used to come and pick up crumbs from the 
window sill outside his room, his world. I put 
crumbs there because he loved to watch the birds. 
Every afternoon the sun slanted into his room, 
and he spent the hours trying to catch the sun­ 
beams, laughing and enjoying himself, happy as 
though he had actually captured them. He didn’t 
understand that you cannot catch sunbeams. 
His little sister and I were with him one after­ 
noon, and we laughed with him. It was a gentle, 
joyful moment. Then she became quiet a moment, 
and I asked her what she was thinking about. 
“Mama.” she replied, “ I was just wondering — 
when can I have a little bird and a sunbeam for 
my room, too?”

WELCOME BACK 
PAUL HORNUNG? 


Their star halfback, their “Golden Boy” has 


been tarnished by a gambling suspension; the 


question now is loyalty—his and the town’s

n t i l ONK dark Tuesday last spring, the 
eity of Green Bay, Wis., was involved in 
one of the greatest city-loves-man romances 
since Mayor Jimmy Walker and New York. 
The recipient of the requited love was Paul 
Hornung, star of the Green Bay Packers pro­ 
fessional football team. 


Then Pete Mozelle, commissioner of the National Foot­ 
ball League, announced that he had suspended Hornung 
from football for a year for le ttin g on games. Hornung 
hadn’t l>ct against his team but, he adm itted, he had made 
small bets on games, and that broke a league rule. 
No m atter who the player was. the loss would have been 
taken with bitterness iii Green Bay, where the football 
team is the pride of the town. But “Golden Boy” Hornung 
was team leader and the symbol of Green Bay’s greatest 
effort: its success in matching (and beating) the biggest 
cities in the country in big-league football. And even more 
than that, Hornung was someone Green Bay loved. 
M ore than anything else, they liked his way of being 
himself. In a small city a public figure might worry about 
who was looking. Not Hornung. Almost any morning you 
could find him playing gin rummy at the Lyceum Lounge. 
Often in the evening* he danced up a storm at Speed’s, a 
local hot spot. At other tim es he would be seen talking with 
anyone and everyone around town. He was “folks.” 
A fter the news broke, there were argum ents and ac­ 
cusations: then in the early sum m er the 1963 Packer Year­ 
book was published and contained a w ritten apology from 
Paul Hornung to the Green Bay fans (see la x». 
How did the apology affect the people of Green Bay? 
Will they welcome him back after his suspension is lifted? 
I went to Green Bay to find the answers. 
Maybe I could have picked a better day to visit Green 
Bay. I arrived there the day afte r the Packers had opened 
the I963 season with a 20-17 loss to the College All-Stars 
in Chicago.

NE OF THE KIRST PERSONS I talked to was Je rry Atkin­ 
son, general m anager and executive vice-president of 
P ran g e’s D epartm ent Store. Jerry is also on the board of 
directors of the Packers and is the man credited with sav­ 
ing the Packer franchise during its last financial crisis. 
The questions I asked were those I would ask of everyone 
I talked to in Green Bay: Were you shocked when Hornung 
was banned? Will you welcome him back? 
Atkinson, a man in his early fifties with the enviable 
talent of exuding competence without any discernible ef­ 
fort. answered: 
“We were, of course, shocked. No one had reason to 
suspect le ttin g by anyone. Naturally, action would have 
been taken if we had. A fter Paul’s acknowledgment of 
error, however, the commissioner’s decision was accepted. 
“ Many people feel that in 
view of the rules 
which for­ 
bid [jetting—and which do 
not qualify them as to how- 
much or how often—all offenders should have been treated 
the same. In fairness to a group of fine young men on the 
Detroit team and to our Hornung. we believe the fans of 
the nation have kept in proper perspective this deviation 
from the N F L rules. 
“Sure, we’ll welcome Paul back— he’s 
a good boy, and 
our folks in Green Bay like him.” 
Not everybody was "shocked” by Hornung's involve­ 
ment. “Once the gambling investigation started, we knew 
Paul would be brought into it.” the wife of a man close to 
the team told me. “ He certainly didn’t hide his actions. 
What did surprise us was that so few players were pun­ 
ished all around the league. Of course, he’ll be welcome.” 
My next stop was Holzer’s Drug Store, where drugs and 
medicines fight a losing battle for space with Packer 
memorabilia. John Holzer pulls no punches about how he

Sophia insists th at what is inside a person is 
more appealing than what the eye can see—and 
her love for Carlo Ponti illustrates her point. He 
is a head shorter than Sophia, bald, overweight, 
and almost twice her age. He can hardly be 
classified as a romantic-looking individual, yet 
Sophia’s love for him is real—or she would have 
left him long ago.

o t o n l y d o e s So p h ia know her faults, but 
she knows how to make virtues of them. 
Capitalizing on her appearance is but one ex­ 
ample of her inbred shrewdness. 
“I never thought I was pretty, unless someone 
told me I was. But I felt I could be interesting,” 
she explained. 
At first she went about it all wrong. “When 
I was in my early teens, I made myself up too 
much. Too much powder. The lipstick was too 
heavy, too dark. I know now th at I was trying 
to hide behind a mask. It took me years to re­ 
alize that a woman who is overly made up does 
it because she’s basically unhappy. One day I 
looked at myself carefully and decided my eyes 
were my best feature, with emphasis away from 
my mouth, my nose, my forehead.”

Another time, when cautioned about her love 
for spaghetti (which she likes to wash down with 
red wine), Sophia came back with, “ Don’t you 
know that everything you see I owe to spaghetti?” 
Curiously enough, since she doesn’t feel re­ 
stricted by her weight, no one else minds it. 
either. But it made her more aware of how to 
walk, sit, and move. She has learned to carry 
herself gracefully and, if necessary, m ajesti­ 
cally. A thinner Sophia would have been no 
match for Charlton Heston in “El Cid”—and she 
all but physically eclipsed bony, lanky Tony Per­ 
kins in “ Five Miles to M idnight.” 
That Sophia knows her good angles and how 
to get the most out of them is apparent to any­ 
one who has ever worked with her. A still pho­ 
tographer told me how Sophia once insisted she 
be photographed near a window so she could 
constantly check her appearance through her 
reflection in the glass. “Once I saw her running 
around the set adjusting light filters,” the same

But Sophia is too sm art in her relationship 
with photographers to offend them. She knows 
there are two things they can’t stand: to have 
an actress “pose” for them and to be blamed 
for bad pictures th at appear in print. A story 
once circulated in Hollywood about how Marlene 
Dietrich supposedly told a photographer that his 
pictures didn’t turn out as well as they used to. 
He answered, “I’m sorry, ma’am, but the last 
tim e I took your picture I was 20 years younger.” 
Sophia would never be caught in such a situation. 
She issued an edict th at accredited photog­ 
raphers could shoot all the pictures they wanted 
of her—provided she okayed the proofs. For in­ 
stance, while Sophia and I lunched together, a 
photographer kept snapping pictures. Sophia was 
gulping down spaghetti as if it were her last 
meal—hardly a complimentary pose! But who 
knows? Out of the 20-some pictures taken, one 
m ight show the earthiness for which Sophia has 
become famous without revealing unflattering 
angles. No wonder she has become the darling 
of photographers! And no wonder her pictures 
are more relaxed, more natural than those of 
most stars—and that they get the widest possible 
circulation! 
Another shortcoming which Sophia has turned 
to good advantage is her lack of a formal edu­ 
cation. She had only nine years of schooling, and 


during the early days of her career she felt em ­ 
barrassed about it. “I used to laugh too loud and 
talk too much because I was ashamed to ex|M>se 
what I didn’t know. But gradually I realized that, 
when I admitted what I didn’t know or simply 
kept quiet, people went out of their way to ex­ 
plain things.” Rather than think of her as ig­ 
norant. they were flattered by her eagerness to 
listen to them —particularly m en! 
“ I became a sponge,” she recalled. ” 1 tried to 
soak up information from everyone and every 
place.” Today she can hold her own in conversa­ 
tions with almost anyone. 
Carlo Ponti probably has received more than 
his share of credit for Sophia’s success. True, he 
discovered her for the movies after she won a 
Naples beauty contest and worked as a movie 
extra and photographers’ model. But Sophia her­ 
self not only knows what is good for her but 
whom to listen to. 
During her early days of stardom, Sophia was 
known only as a sex goddess who invariably 
emerged from oceans, rivers, or lakes with her 
clothes clinging tightly to her body, breathing 
heavily, her mouth open seductively. The result 
was good box office—and terrible reviews. 
She knew that her career would go downhill 
once she reached the end of her twenties (she 
is 29 now). To survive, she had to concentrate 
on becoming a professional actress. 
In the mid-1950s she decided to take acting 
lessons. “ Don’t you dare!” cried Vittorio de Sica, 
the actor-director who is a good friend of Ponti's. 
“W hat you need is a good script and direction. 
Just be yourself, be natural, and everything will 
be all right.” 
A few months later he proved his point when 
he directed her in “Gold of Naples," which be­ 
came her first real hit as an actress. And of 
course it was de Sica’s direction that helped her 
win an Academy Award for her performance 
in “Two Women.” In that film, she wore no make­ 
up, her hair was tousled as though it had been 
stirred with a stick, and her long legs (her best 
feature other than her eyes) were covered by 
long, droopy socks.

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Twelve years ago, Sophia’s Neapolitan accent 
was so strong that someone else’s voice had to 
be dubbed into her films, including those made in 
Italy. Today she speaks almost classic Italian, 
and her English is so flawless that when a vis­ 
itor on the set of “ The Fall of the Roman Em­ 
pire” remarked about it.

more often—and to give his wife more time for him. An 
elderly widow whom Diana could tru st was recruited as a 
sitter to free them for the companionship Joe missed. 


Am Job problem. When Paul joined the sales force of 
a large company, he seemed fired with ambition. But after 
several months it looked as if he would be a flop. In a fit 
of temper one morning, he threatened to beat up a col­ 
league. When the sales m anager questioned him, Paul re­ 
vealed that his m arriage would probably break up if he 
were fired. His wife Natalie had always pushed him into 
jobs where he m ight make a lot of money fast. Now, with 
his latest failure, their m arriage was imperiled. 
The solution: Candid talks with a family counselor made 
it clear that Paul couldn’t stand competition and th at sell­ 
ing was not right for him. But he was a fine mechanic and 
liked to work around cars. Natalie became reconciled to 
the fact th at although Paul was not a go-getter he would 
be a capable, steady wage earner as a mechanic. Using his 
savings, Paul quit his sales job and opened his own auto­ 
repair shop. W ithin a few months the couple was enjoying 
a smooth and satisfying home life. 


5. Infidelity. Mark and H arriet Allerton temporarily 
took into their home H arriet’s widowed sister Phyllis, who 
was lonely and unhappy. One night during a tv drama, 
the lovers in the play embraced, and the A ilerons’ four- 
year-old daughter burst out, “Oh, look, ju st like Daddy and 
Aunt Phyllis!” Stunned and angry, H arriet demanded that 
Mark pack up and get out. 
The reconciliation: It turned out that M ark’s involve­ 
ment w’ith his sister-in-law was relatively m inor—but it 
was a symptom of trouble in the Allertons’ m arriage. H ar­ 
riet was so wrapped up in club work that she rarely had a 
free evening for her husband. The sister-in-law was handy, 
and she needed Mark in her own distress. 
Talking it over with a caseworker, H arriet was su r­ 
prised to see the part she had played. As the implications 
dawned on her, H arriet decided to make more room for 
Mark in her life and to give him the affection he needed. 
As for the sister-in-law, the Allertons found a job for her 
and encouraged her to develop new friends and interests 
—to turn her sights toward living in the present. 


Bm Moving to rn now community. Not long ago, Tom 
and Mary Wilson moved from Chicago to a small town 
some distance away. A year later, they w*ere consulting 
a Family Service Agency for help with their “crum bling” 
m arriage. Mary, a gregarious woman, had made friends 
with her new neighbors. But Tom, because of his long 
day on the job and the time spent traveling to and from 
work, remained virtually an outsider. 
He resented the rounds of parties and the neighbors 
dropping in. At dinner, the couple constantly quarreled over 
the cost of entertaining and the unforeseen expenses of 
running the home. Rancor rose until the crisis came with a 
bitter spat over whether they should sell their home. 
How peace was declared: At the recommendation of a 
family counselor, Tom joined a car pool of neighbors who 
drove to work together each day. A fter he became friendly 
with these men. Tom immersed himself in a campaign for 
a new school, joined a bowling league, found a Saturday 
job, and met other neighbors with hobbies sim ilar to his. 
Quarrels at home now rarely flare up. 


7. Alcoholism. Larry York, an airline pilot, was at the 
end of his rope. For six months he had been trying to 
find a way to help his wife Nancy control her drinking. She 
always drank more just before he returned home from a 
trip, and he usually found her in a bad state. 
When he tried to discuss it with her, Nancy became 
depressed: “Get the divorce you want and leave me alone,” 


she would say. He couldn’t make her understand he did not 
want a divorce— he wanted the wife she had been on their 
honeymoon. Finally, Larry told her unless she straight­ 
ened out, their m arriage couldn’t continue. 
The solution: To a family caseworker, Nancy confided 
th at relatives had “heard” her husband was “playing 
around with other women” on his trips. She “knew” this 
was a pattern with pilots, so obviously it could be true. 
Nancy loved her husband, but if he was tired of her she 
didn’t w ant to know it. She felt that when she was drunk 
she wouldn’t have to talk with him. Nancy also had prob­ 
lems with two younger sisters to whom she had become a 
substitute mother. In time, she was able to separate herself 
from this “mother role,” then look at her job as a wife. 
She began to understand just why she was drinking. For 
the first time in years the Yorks could communicate to 
each other just how they felt. 
As the air cleared, Nancy no longer felt the need to 
drown her fears of losing her husband. 
Of course, besides these crises, other troublesome situ­ 
ations beset American families. Differences should be ex­ 
pected ; tastes and values vary, habits and idiosyncrasies 
will not always be harmonious. But friction need not get 
out of hand. When a rocky m arriage does stay intact, it 
often means that the couple has learned how to meet a crisis. 
If and when trouble erupts in your own home, here is 
what experienced family counselors suggest you can do: 
1 . Take tim e out to think it over before you decide on 
any drastic course of action. 
2. Examine your own role in the dispute. Were you 
partly or indirectly responsible? 
3. Decide whether you can sit down and talk it over 
frankly and unemotionally with your spouse (some prob­ 
lems are better riot discussed except with a counselor). 
Keep your communications lines open; be a good listener. 
4 . Adopt a problem-solving approach; try to agree on 
the next step, and help your spouse save face. 
5 . Decide whether and when to seek competent outside 
help. If health is involved, visit a doctor. Many couples find 
solace from clergymen. Independent m arriage counselors 
are available (usually a member of the American Associa­ 
tion of M arriage Counselors is best). 
Most distraught families, however, will probably be 
helped most by going to a Family Service Agency for pro­ 
fessional guidance. To find the appropriate service nearest 
you, call your local United Fund or Community Chest. 
Your phone book also may list the agency under “Family 
Service,” “ Family Counseling Service,” or “Child and 
Family Service.” 
Remember, if you have kept your love alive, your m ar­ 
riage is worth saving. When you think in term s of “we” 
and feel yourselves partners in a common cause, you are 
likely to surm ount any crisis th at comes up.

Family counseling services are but one of the worth­ 
while groups that depend on local United Funds and 
Community Chests for support. 
There are a great many people who are desperately 
in need of help. Imagine how frightening it is for a 
child to look out from a hospital bed or from a home 
for the handicapped or the emotionally ill—and see 
the world passing him by w ithout a gesture of compas­ 
sion. And how hopeless it must feel to lie a troubled 
teen-ager wondering where he can go for guidance or 
a lonely old person searching for a fam iliar face. 
You can help such people in your own community. 
The United Fund and Community Chest campaigns— 
now going on in most towns and cities across the coun­ 
try —are your once-a-vear opportunity to assist your 
neighbors w ho are in need.

F 


a m i l y p r o b l e m s , at least their visi­ 
bility and intensity, have reached 
an unprecedented peak in America. Re­ 
ports from our 312 member agencies 
show a persistent increase in the num­ 
ber of couples seeking help. 
I believe th at behind this lies a greater in­ 
tensity in the crises facing families today. Yet 
m arriage counselors have observed an interest­ 
ing phenomenon: many couples who divorce have 
had happier m arriages than some who remain 
married. Moreover, those who stayed together 
evidently survived conflicts far more acute than 
those experienced by couples who accepted de­ 
feat through divorce or separation. 
How do you react to a crucial situation in your 
m arriage? When a point of strain is reached, can 
you and your spouse face up to it—and make the 
hurdle back to harmony? The trouble may sta rt 
as only a small “brush fire,” but if allowed to 
spread it can reduce your m arriage to ashes. 
From the files of our Family Agencies I have 
selected seven actual case histories to illustrate 
some m ajor critical predicaments confronting 
average couples. In each instance, the problem is 
presented in capsule form, then the suggested 
solution, 
also in abbreviated form. These may 
help you gain insight into difficulties of your 
own. (The names used here are fictitious to avoid 
em barrassm ent to the actual families.) 


I. In-law trouble. M arried 14 years. Jim and 
Ann Parrish were well-suited to each other and 
shared many interests. 
Last summer, Jim ’s 


mother, who was convalescing from an illness, 
came to visit them—and stayed on week after 
week. She ordered the Parrishes’ two children 
around and expected her son to give her constant 
attention. Ann finally exploded: “Jim , you’ve got 
to choose between me and your m other!” 
W hat they did: At a Family Agency, a case­ 
worker interviewed Jim and Ann separately, then 
together. Ann came to understand she was plac­ 
ing Jim in an impossible situation. Jim , in turn, 
realized th at Ann needed more reassurance of 
his affection so she would be better able to share 
him with his mother. Jim ’s mother, who was in 
need of special care, was placed in a nearby nurs­ 
ing home where they could visit her frequently 
and she could spend weekends with them. This 
plan restored equilibrium to their household. 


2. Money conflict. Bill Tolbert, a 29-year-old 
engineer, was an impulsive overspender. Even 
though his income had doubled in the past five 
years, he and his wife Betty were in danger of 
losing their home. Yet he saw nothing wrong and 
insisted he could take care of his fam ily’s fi­ 
nances. B itter, frustrated, and anxious, Betty 
finally told Bill that, if their financial mess didn’t 


“brush fire," but if 


clear up soon, she would leave him. 
How it worked out: Through discussions with 
a counselor, Bill perceived that his irresponsible 
spending seemed to reflect an urge to rebel 
against his wife and to encourage her to com­ 
plain and to control the family. Betty, who be­ 
came aware th at she had a habit of belittling her 
husband, made efforts to change her own atti­ 
tude. Each saw some of the roots of the difficulty, 
of which money was only a symptom. A plan for 
debt management was set up which m eant the 
family would live stringently for three years. As 
Bill settled down to follow the plan, they became 
closer to each other and found themselves spend­ 
ing more hours having a good time with the chil­ 
dren rather than in bickering over money. 


3. The new baby. Young Joe Manson had 
been intensely unhappy ever since his first baby 
arrived six months earlier. “I'm crazy about my 
wife,” he confided to a friend, “but I don’t seem 
to rate w’ith her since we’ve had the baby.” 
Before they became parents, Saturday night 
was the Mansons’ “big night” out with their 
crowd. Then came a Saturday when Diana re­ 
fused to leave the baby w'ith a sitter. “The baby’s 
cranky, and a sitter would ju st cause her to cry 
more,” Diana insisted. 
“I’m tired of staying home watching tv every 
Saturday night,” Joe retorted. “It's either the 
baby or m e!” And he stormed out. 
The answ er: At the office of a Family Agency, 
it finally dawned on Diana that her husband also 
needed affection and attention—th a t the child 
should not monopolize all her time. To share the 
baby, Joe was encouraged to help care for her

Prune-Stuffed Pork Roast 


I 3- to 4-lb. pork loin roast 
13 to 20 prunes 
J4 to I teaspoon salt 
Few grains black pepper 
1 1 2 teaspoons ground ginger 
Prune Gravy (see recipe) 
1. Rinse prunes, cut into halves, and remove and 
discard pits. 


2. Rub fat side of roast with a m ixture of the 
salt, pepper, and ginger. 


3. Lightly mark the fat side of meat at about 
’ j-in. intervals to indicate slices, ('ut 2 or 3 
pockets along each line and insert prunes so 
they are completely embedded in meat. (Some 
prunes come to the top of the meat by the end 
of the roasting period.)
